—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea Customs Act, 
1878 (VIII of 1878), the Central Government hereby exempts the articles specified 
in column 2 of the Schedule hereto annexed, when imported Into India, from so 
much of the additional duty of Customs, if any, leviable thereon under any law 
for the time being In force as is specified In column 4, where such additional duty 
is In addition to the duty of Customs leviable thereon under the First Schedule to 
the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII nf 1934) or under the Schedule read with any 
notification of the Central Government for the time being in force.
